Camden Store Is Scene 


of Shooting Late 


Monday 


' CAMDEN—Nathan Kemp, former 
Camden man, shot 
and 
critically 


wounded his wife in West Brothers 
store at 3:30 p. m. Monday and then 
turned the pistol upon himse,lf. 


Poth were rushed to the Camden 


hospital where he died at 5:20 p. m. 
His' wife had a better chance to re- 
cover, but her wound is dangerous. 
She was shot in the back of the neck 
while Kemp fired a bullet through his 
brain.

The shooting occurred in the local 


store where Mrs. Kemp had gone to 
make purchases. While she was talk- 
ing to a saleslady, Kemp walked in 
and without saying a word grabbed at 
his wife's throat. She broke away and 
tore a string of beads from her neck. 


"Stop him,, he has a gun" Mrs, 


Kemp i cried as her husband fumbled 
in his shirt for his pistol, a 32 calibre 
automatic. She. ran 
from him and 


stumbled through an aisle or two with 
Kemp following her. 


"Call the police," Mrs. Kemp scream- 


ed twice. Kemp 
then 
chased her 


around several counters before he 
cornered her near a dress rack. 
He 


siiol at her twice, the first bullet going 
wild and lodging in a mirror across 
the store. The second took effect in 
the back near the threat. She was 
•felted, by the bullet. He then turned 
ground and facing the front of the 
store placed the pistol to his temple 
and fired. The bullet penetrated the 
brain. He fell to the floor in a pool 
of blood,

A crop reporter attaches it to the 


dashboard of his automobile. At the 
first field of wheat, or cotton as the 
case may be, he presses a button. The 
meter begins to whir. 


In cash register fashion it meas- 


ures the length of the field and of 
other fields along the route.

Thousands of miles in the wheat and 


cotton sections are traversed. The 
number of miles of the crops is com- 
pared to that of other years. The 
composite picture gives a surprisingly 
accurate idea of the acres of the grain 
or staple.
